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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. In view of the applicant's amendment, the examiner has withdrawn all outstanding 
objections to the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 12-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kato et al (USP 5,672,81 1). 

4. These claims were previously rejected over the teaching of Kato '8 1 1 (see the preceding 
office actions for specifics). Claim 12 has been amended to include a limitation concerning the 
use of a gas access hole. However, this limitation does not read free of the teaching of Kato '811 
for the following reasons. First, in addition to fig. 17 and 18 reading on the claimed u no more 
than one measuring gas compartment", the embodiment of fig. 15 would also read on this 
limitation. In particular, fig. 15, like fig. 17 and 18, shows an embodiment where the two 
measuring compartments (6, 8) have been combined into a single measuring compartment (col 
21, lines 12-26), and fig, 15 also teaches the use of a gas access hole 12. Second, even if the 
examiner restricted the rejection to the embodiments of fig. 17 and 18, it is unclear how this 
would read free of the claimed gas access hole. In particular, fig. 17 is drawn to a continuous flat 
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measuring space 50, and the measuring space is dimensioned to be small enough to affect 
diffusion resistance (col. 22, lines 15-40). It would appear to the examiner that the point of entry 
of the gas into the measuring chamber (i.e. the leftmost portion of 50 in fig. 17) would read on 
"gas access hole" giving the claim language its broadest reasonable interpretation. There is 
nothing in the claims that specify that the gas access hole must have dimensions different than 
the measuring gas compartment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 24 is allowed.
